We extremely regret the unfor- 
tunate ‘condition in which some of the natives of 


the island were thrown during the late disturb- 
ances, [but now that peace is restored in their 
districts it is important that strenuous efforts be 
made to restore public confidencé and assist the 
natives in regaining their former condition of 
prosperity. The.establishment ‘of various in- 
dustries, tho improvement of means of trans- 
portation, sanitary works, and the introduction 
of an educational system are all of immediate 
necessity for our welfare in the island. There is 
still another and a great value in these works, 
when we consider that the ultimate effect of 
placing before the natives, for their convenience 
as well as ours, these arts of civilization will 
no doubt be to convince them that our
